in, the large shoe manufacturing estab- 
lishment in Jhe Campello district con- 
ducted by-the R. B. Grover company. 
The explosion was immediately fol- 
lowed by a flash,of flame, which con- 
sumed the factory, a long, four-story 
structure, as if it were a house of 
cards, and incinerated an unknown 
number of men and women who were 
unable to extricate themselves from a 
mass of tangled, wreckage formed by 
the terriftc, upheaval in the boiler 
room. More than half a.hundred of the 
employes in the building were maimed, 
burned or bruised by the time they 
reached 
safe 
ground. 
Some had 


jumped from the roof, some from win- 
dows and others had been injured in 
the mad - rush to escape from the 
doomed factory, which from all parts 
emitted the Intense, _awful heat of an 
Inferno, driving back the band of he- 
roic rescuers'who in a few brief mo- 
iients had performed gallant service. 


The fire extended from the factory 


to seven other buildings in the vicinity 
and - destroyed them. One of these 
buildings- Was a. three-story wooden 
block owned by Charles F. Dahlborg, 
the others being cottages of small 
value, and a blacksmith shop. Two 
wooden dwellings near „ the engine 
roam were practically demolished by 
the flying boiler, but none of the occu- 
pants" was seriously injured. The total 
financial loss is estimated at $250,000, 
$200,000 ol which falls on the R. B. 
Grover company. The monetary losses 
are nearly offset by insurance. 


It may never be known just how 


many persons perished in the wreck- 
age. No one knows exactly how many 
persons were in the factory- The num- 
ber has been estimated at 400." but 
Treasurer Charles O. Emerson said he 
doubted whether there were so many 
at work. Two hundred and fifty sur- 
vivors have been accounted for and the 
remains of 50 bodies have been recov- 
ered from the ruins. Fragments of 


human frames which possibly might 
belong to bodies other than those 
enumerated have also been found. Few 
of the bodies have been identified. The 
head in narly every case is missing, 
and except in rare instances it.was 
impossible even to distinguish the sex. 


The 
explosion occurred without 


warning. At the same moment the 
larger wooden frame of the factory, a 
four-story structure, quivered and then 
the rear portion of it collapsed. In a 
fraction of a second this portion of the 
great building had been transformed 
into a mass of iron and wood wreck- 
age, in the midst of which human be- 
ings were pinioned. In another mo- 
ment fire had broken out in the debris, 
and death by_flre and suffocation be- 
came the fate of scores of the oper- 
atives. 
When the boiler exploded it 


passed upward almost perpendicularly, 
tearing a passage as it went, killing 
nfany on the way. After rising high in 
the air, it descended half the distance 
and then, swerving northerly, cut its 
way like some huge projectile through 
a dwelling house 50 feet away and 
pierced another dwelling farther along, 
demolishing the latter structure. Hera 
its course was stopped 


Missing May Turn Up. 


Chief of Police Boyden expressed 


the opinion that some of the employes 
had not reached the factory at the 
time of the explosion, and that un- 
doubtedly a number of those living in 
nearby places were injured and had 
gone home without reporting their in- 
juries. He thought that many of thosa 
not accounted for, upwards of 100 in 
number, were among these. 


The disaster was attended by many 


harrowing scenes and thrilling res- 
cues. For hours hundreds of the rela- 
tives of the factory operators besieged 
the ruins and the fire and police sta- 
tions in quest of nussmg ones. Some 
in- their violent grief and agonizing 
stress of mind collapsed. Several of 
the rescuers and searchers fainted as 
they beheld 'the distressing scene. 
There was no trace of the body of 
David H. Rockwell, engineer of the 
plant, who was not seen after'the ex- 
plosion. It is supposed that he per 
ished at his post. 


An inspection of the wrecked boiler 


by the state boiler inspectors showed 
that there was a sufficient supply of 
water in it. The cause of the explo 
sion is at present a mystery. The dis- 
aster will be further investigated by 
the state authorities.

ARRANGEMENT 


Arrived at Between Italy, England .and 


the Mad Mullah, Who is Under 


Italian Protection. 


Lofidon, March M.—In pursuance of 


the arrangement arrived at In Decem- 
ber last between Great Britain and 
Italy to offer the Mad Mullah an as- 
signment of a settled sphere in Somali- 
land, together with grazers' rights in 
certain parts of British and Italian ter- 
ritory, for which the Mullah bonds 
himself to keep the peace, an agree- 
ment has been concluded at Italag, a 
village in Italian territory, between the 
Mullah and the Italian diplomatic 
agent. Signer P. Stallozza. By its 
terms the Mullah undertakes to ob- 
serve peace towards both Great Brit- 
ain and Italy. The Mullah places him- 
self under Italian protection. The 
agreement gives Italy the right to ap- 
point a resident in the territory as- 
signed to the Mullah, in which free 
commerce will also be guaranteed, 
with the exception of traffic in arms, 
and slaves were prohibited.

SAYS HE IS A REVOLUTIONIST 


Victim Had Been Energetic in Rus- 


sification of Finland-People 


Wanted Him Removed, 


St. Petersburg, March 21. — A dis- 


patch from Viborg, Finland, says: 


Governor Miasored»ff was shot and 


seriously wounded by a 'boy of 15 
named Matti Hjalmar Reinikke, who 
immediately afterward was arrested. 
The youth admits he is a revolu- 
tionist. 
He hails 
from 
Kurikke, 


Paris, and northwestern Finland, but 
recently has been living in Stockholm 
to avoid arrest on account of his 
known revolutionary ideas. He re- 
turned ftfur days ago to Finland by 
way of Tornea, and spent three days in 
Viborg, but declines to reveal his stop- 
ping place. Governor Miasoredoff has 
been most energetic in the Russifica 
tion of Finland, and memorials have 
been sent to the estates petitioning for 
his removal on account of his alleged 
illegal methods and the general condi- 
tions in his province, which were pro- 
nounced to be intolerable to Finns. 
Reinikke gained access to the gover- 
nor's cabinet and fired a shot from the 
threshold. Then advancing he fired 
twice more, after which, jumping be- 
hind and under the go% ernor's writing 
table_, with his pistol he held up the 
clerks who were rushing in and man- 
aped to reach the street.

Markoff, who followed him, summoned 
assistance, and the would-be assassin 
was captured and lodged in prison. 
The young man, who had lost one of his 
arms recently in a railway accident, 
when asked if his name "was Reinikke, 
re^edJ^TAe^j!o!ifle--Q£- HeJsingfois 
know me, my motive, and the gover- 
nor's record " The crime was commit- 
ted with an automatic pistol of the 
same type as that with which Hohen- 
thal assassinated Sbininen, the procur- 
ator general of Finland, on Feb. 6.

BANK MESSENGER 


Held Up in California and Robbed ot 


Ten Thousand Dollars—Job Done 


by Two Masked Men. 


Berkeley, Cal., March 21—J. E. 


Daly, an Oakland liveryman, who was 
acting as a messenger for the Central 
Bank of Oakland, was held up and rob- 
bed of $10,000 while on his way to the 
Standard oil refinery at Point Rich- 
mond. There were two highwaymen, 
one of whom was tall and the other 
short and stout. Both carried revolv- 
ers, but only the taller of tbe men 
wore a mask. The short man had a 
heavy black beard 
The robbery took 


place at a point on the roadway be- 
tween Stege and Point Richmond. The 
highwaymen jumped out of a clump of 
brush at the side of the 'road and at 
once covered Daly and former Deputy

ern Pacific, about half a mile away.

RUSSIAN RETREAT 


Latest Dispatches from Manchuria In 


dicate That Retreat is Conducted

City Aiiditor 
Maurath certified that notices of the 
improvement of Woods avenue by pav 
ing and of the Gay street and Oakwoofl 
avenue sewers have oeen served on 
the property owners and properly pub- 
lished in accordance with the law.

The matter was 
referred to 


the committee on public service. Mr. 
Miller's ordinance which provides a 
clerk lor the sinking fund trustees was 
read for the first time. 


Regarding the proposed issuance of 


municipal bonds in the sum of $15,000 
tor the improvement of the municipal 
electric light plant, Councilman Rees 
R Jones addressed the members of 
the 
council, pointing out to

Delli'alely—Plead* For Equality. 


Judge Peter S. Crosscup of Chicago 


In commenting upon the president's 
railroad rate policytat a leceut.dinner 
of the Economic club in Boston said 
he saw serious danger iu the whole 
question unless it was handled deli- 
cately not only -by-Prcsuleut'lloose- 
velt, btit by ttie railroad men. The lat- 
ter, he said, while Insisting that there 
should be no confiscation of their prop- 
erty or supervision that in the long run 
would amount to confiscation, should 
join with-tlie president iu establishing 
a tribunal through which the nation's 
power could be honestly exercised. 


Continuing, Judge Gro--</up said: 
"Whatever may be its le'gal status, a 


policy ot" discrimination that gives to1 
one set of persons in a community 
rates that are refused to the balance 
of that community or to certain com- 
munities rates tha^are refused to oth- 
er communities is'a policy of injustice, 
unjust b6th to''the'persons and com- 
munities discriminated against and 
unjust to the people of the United, 
States as an. entirety. 


"It is none-the less unjust that the 


means used to accomplish the discrim- 
ination may have been .indirect. Secret 
rebates are as unjust as direct differ- 
ences in rates. Arrangements by which 
the private cars of a particular shipper 
are hauled at a reduction that substan- 
tially overmeasures the, capital invest- 
ed by the shipper in,such cars'and ar- 
rangements to divide rates with ship- 
pers who pretend to be operating inde- 
pendent railroads that in fact are only 
switches in a ratio not measured by 
legitimate, switch charges—all these 
and all other devices of their kind are 
equally unjust, for the injustice of the 
thing, whether it be accomplished di- 
rectly or by circumlocution, is in the 
fact that one set of shippers are thus 
enabled to get their goods into a mar- 
ket at a cost that competitive shippers 
cannot obtain.

"This injustice is- OfiH-' th'at' it is the 


business of our people fas a ttatioa to 
look after; for practically it is armed 
intervention by the railroads of the 
nation that in these ,days of small 
profits turns the fortunes,of the. con- 
test. If, as some of our courts have 
held, lesser rates under the law as it 
stands today may be gh en to tbe lar- 
ger shippers an unjust thing to the peo- 
ple of this country is b<jjng done by the 
law. I know the afgu'tpent ba which 
this discrimination is based'. 


"Now, in these days' of'' universal 


commerce the rates' charged by the rail- 
roads is one of 'the conditions' upon 
•which an individual's business will suc- 
ceed or Jail. To n very substantial ex- 
tent, too, these rates are conditions au- 
thorized by the nation itsejf, for the 
railroa'ds" are tbe nation's cai'riers and. 
-within tbe nation's realonable control* 
so that any difference in rates permit- 
ted by law, even though based on tbe 
bulk of the tonnage handled, is a di- 
rect ard" effective blovr by tfee nation 
its.clf at tbe principle th.it every man, 
whatever his present business size, 
shall be given equal conditions and 
equal opportunity. 
To destroy that 


principle is to destroy competition and 
further concentrate wealth In fewer 
hands. 
'

"What Is new in the present agita- 


tion is that at its bead is the president 
of the United States; that-the people of 
the United States, regardless of their 
interest individually as shippers, have 
coine to look' upon the subject as a na- 
tional concern. And what is new in 
the present agitation, and full of dan- 
ger, too. Is that from its being a ques- 
tion of proper relation of the railroads 
to the public on business and political 
principles it may become- a movement 
under cover -of -which the social and 
political revolutionists Tvlll push for- 
vrard their assault upoa.the present or- 
der of American institutions. Already 
they are climbing over the wheels into 
our conservative president's wagon, de- 
termined to ride just as far as he is 
compelled ,to carry them on his way to 
a just solution ef this problem. Al- 
ready they are claiming this whole 
movement as their movement Herein 
lies the embarrassment and the peri! 
of the president Right here, too. rises 
that grim menace that no friend of the 
institution of private property any- 
where can afford longer to ignore. 


"The. big brained railroad ma» has. 


it scetns to me, his hour of opportunity 
now. 
Let him insist that there shall 


be no confiscation of his property or na 
arrangement of control or supervision 
that in the long run will amount to 
confiscation. Behind him on such nn 
issue the country will be found to 
stand. 


"But let him recognize, also, that in 


the nation there resides the reserve 
power of supervision and control, n 
power that the nation_ must exercise 
in tie interest of equal citizenship, and 
let him join «ur president In e«1.j1>- 
lishing a tribunal through which the 
nation's po^t-r can l»e honestly and at 
all limes pr"m]illy and adequately ex 
erased. That will brmg*i>efl«l, •nitb 
justice. No other j>ea<f would last"

BALL LEAGUE. 


Startling Declaration of.Trouble Made 


at Atlanta, Ga., by Howard 


Griffiths Today. 


Atlanta, Ga., March 21—It was a 


startling declaration against the Aimer- 
lean baseball league made here yester- 
day and repated with much vehemence 
today. Startling, because Howard Grif- 
fiths, spokesman and solicitor for the 
would-be revolutionists, produced the 
documents to prove that tne American 
association and the Western, Eastern 
and Pacific coast leagues are enlisted 
for the light to the death 
with Ban 


Johnson's organization unless forsooth, 
Johnson recedes from the position he 
has taken on the draft question, some- 
thing he is absolutely unlikely to do. 


Secretary Barnard of the Cleveland 


club, said today: "It looks very much 
like war to the bitter end. or course, 
the scheme 
originated in the subtle 


and crafty brain of John T. Brush, for 
whom Griffiths is attorney. 
It may be 


that Garry Herrmann who is the su- 
preme court of baseball under the na- 
tional agreement, can prevent war. He 
is sworn to protect the national agree- 
ment. Here is the oportunity." 


Here is the minors' plan of action as 


given out by Griffiths: 


"If we get the Southern league Jn 


line we will then have five leagues to 
fight our battles. We figure that there 
will be five clubs from each of these 
five leagues, making 25 all told, that 
can go out and land two stars from the 
American's ranks at prices ranging 
from $10,000 to $20,000. 
They 'will 


more than get back their money at the 
gate or at least break even. This will 
mean 50 good men plucked from John- 
son's camp. Of course, in many cases 
the American league will meet our fig- 
ures and this will mean an extra heavy 
expense of from ?20,000 to $40,000 a 
year for them. On the other hand, ev- 
en should they go after our men m re- 
taliation, where would they have room 
for all the 
star players 
from five 


leagues, or 40 clubs. They could not 
use them or most of them, 
but we 


could. We decided that it was not fair 
for any league to come in and break 
up our clubs by drafting the cream of 
our talent and 
paying but $750 for 


e'ach man, when 
$2,000 would have 


been too small. We wanted justice 
and so presented our proposition that 
class AA and 
class A leagues 
be 


formed. From the first class but one 
man should be drafted from each club, 
and $1,500 should be paid. 
From the 


Southern and Western but two men 
should be drafted from each club and 
$1,000 should be paid. And the scale 
would be corresponding all along the 
line. The American league rejected 
this plan with a counter offer that they 
pay $1,000 for each 
man and draft 


more than one man from each club. 
We have refused their 
proposition 


that we 


lined up for our latest move. First, 
the American association and Western 
and Eastern leagues formed a compact 
to prelect their interests and I was 
sent to the coast to present our views 
to the Pacific league clubs. 
They 


were with us from the jump, giving us 
four big minor leagues 
to open our 


campaign with. 
Now we want the 


Southern."

in the tailor shops in many cases to 
avoid running the gauntlet of pickets, 
are forced to do without milk.

Within a day or two the first ship-

A' few weeks ago the plant was in- 
stalled here and the work of manu- 
facturing safes was begun. The out- 
put at present is about a dozen safes 
daily but as the factory is now oper- 
ated by the Wehrle company bigger 
things may cofldently 
be expected. 


When Mr. William W. Wehrle was 
asked as to the probable output of 
this new industry Tuesday morning 
he said he was unabje to give an es-
